Proposed Amendments 

Applicants proposed to include a listing of excipients or carriers as a Markush group and 
a listing of cetylated fatty acids as a Markush group in claim 19. 

Principal Arguments and Other Matters 

Applicants argued that the art taught away from the use of anti-inflammatory drugs for 
the treatment of periodontal disease and that there was long felt and unmet need for a useful anti- 
inflammatory drug, as evidenced by the Van Dyke Declaration (a draft of which was presented 
to the Examiner). Applicants further argued that the specification provided sufficient 
enablement for a composition comprising a cetyalted fatty acid, selected from the list provided in 
Table 3 of the specification, and a carrier or excipients, as disclosed in the specification. 

Results of Interview 

The Examiner suggested that the proposed amendments, in conjunction with the Van 
Dyke Declaration and Applicants' other arguments, will be looked upon favorably. 
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
